PREFACE. 


This  selection  has  been  compiled  for  the  use  of  boys 
who  could  make  out  an  easy  passage  of  sucb  an 
author  as  Caesar,  but  would  be  stopped  by  long  or 
difficult  sentences.  It  is  hoped  that  the  passages 
will  be  found,  at  any  rate  in  the  earlier  part  of 
the  book,  to  be  of  progressive  difficulty.  The  attempt 
to  attain  this  end  has  led  to  the  omission  of  some 
legends  of  the  kings  which  could  not  have  been 
made  easy  enough  without  much  alteration  of  the 
text.  As  this  would  have  left  them  not  Livy’s, 
but  something  very  inferior,  it  was  thought  better 
to  omit  them  altogether. 

The  text  has  been  simplified  mainly  by  omissions, 
which  have  sometimes  been  large.  Moral  and 
political  reflections,  and  many  rhetorical  passages, 
have  been  left  out  bodily.  Elaborate  periods  have 
been  omitted,  or,  where  they  contained  matter 
essential  to  the  story,  broken  up.  In  one  or  two 
places  the  order  of  words  has  been  simplified 
where  it  seemed  likely  to  offer  needless  diflBculty 
to  young  boys. 
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The  she-wolf  suckles  the  twins  beneath  a fig-tree  (on 
which  on  some  examples  two  or  three  birds  are  seen 
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perhaps  copied  from  the  statue  which  was  set  up  on 
the  Capitol.  The  issuer  of  the  coin  inscribes  his  name 
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The  Sublician  bridge  has  been  broken  down  ; one  of 
the  Romans  is  stili  at  work  with  an  axe.  Cocles 
(COCLES)  is  swimming,  with  hehnet  on  his  head  and 
shield  on  his  left  arm,  towards  the  Roman  shore, 
while  one  of  the  enemy  aims  a dart  at  him.  On 
the  obverse  is  a head  of  the  Emperor  wearing  a 
laurei  crown ; the  inscription  runs  ANTONINVS 
AVG(ustus)  PIVS  P(ater)  P(atriae)  TR(ibunicia) 
P(otestate)  CO(n)S(ul)  III. 
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between  140  and  144  B.c.  In  the  British  Museum. 

The  river-god  TIBERIS  (cp.  Verg.  Aen.  viii.  31) 
reclines  with  an  overturned  vase  from  which  water 
flows  under  his  left  arm.  He  holds  a reed  in  his  left 
hand,  and  rests  his  right  on  a ship  at  his  side.  Below 
are  the  letters  SC  for  Senatus  Consulto.

Colossal  staiue  in  the  Palazzo  dei  Conservatori,  Rome.

Etruscan  Helmet  dedicated  by  Hiero  - - 1^’ 

Bronze  helmet  in  the  Brdish  Museum.  From  Olympia. 

The  Etruscans  (Tyrrhenians)  were  threatening 
destruction  to  the  Greek  colony  of  Cyme  (Cumae). 
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Hiero  sent  a fleet  to  its  aid,  and  the  Syracusans  and 
Cymaeans  together  inflicted  a crushing  defeat  on  the 
barbarians  (cp.  Pind.  Pyih.  1).  Among  the  Tyr- 
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a fringe  of  flaps  at  the  bottom.  On  his  legs  are 
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Wearing  THE  Toga - 18 

Roman  statue  at  Dresden,  of  Republican  times. 

A statue  of  an  orator,  with  a case  of  MS.  roUs  at  his 
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on  his  breast.  The  arm  rests  in  a fold  made  by  a 
portiion  of  the  garment  which  comes  over  the  right 
shoulder,  down  in  front  of  the  breast,  and  is  then 
thrown  again  over  the  left  shoulder  ; the  orator  was 
thus  prevented  from  using  his  right  arm  in  too  violent 
gesticulation.  Cp.  Cicero,  pro  Cael.  v.  11  : nobis 
quidem  olim  annus  erat  unus  ad  cohibendum  brachium 
toga  constitutus. 

Lictores 18 

Silver  Roman  coin  (denarius)  issued  by  Q.  Caepio  Brutus  in 
B.c.  58.  In  the  British  Museum. 

The  coin  is  inscribed  BRVTVS,  and  probably  repre- 
sents  the  Consul  Brutus  the  Elder  walking  between

two  lictores,  carrying  the  fasces,  the  procession  being 
led  by  an  acc&nsus  or  orderly.  According  to  a less 
probable  interpretation,  the  lictores  are  conducting 
the  children  of  Brutus  to  death. 

Currus  Triumphalis  - - - - - - 18 

Bronze  Roman  coin  (sestertius)  of  fhe  Emperor  Tiberius 
(A.D.  14-38).  In  the  British  Museum. 

The  sides  of  the  chariot  (which  is  circular  in  form ) are 
decorated  with  reliefs  (figure  of  Victory  and  trophies, 
etc.). 

Dedication  of  Spolia  Opima  - - - - 18 

Silver  coin  (denarius)  issucd  by  P.  Cornelius  Lentulus 
Marcellinus  about  42  B.C.  In  the  British  Museum. 

The  obverse  of  this  coin  is  inscribed  MARCELLI  NVS 
(the  name  of  the  moneyer),  but  the  portrait  is  that  of 
his  ancestor  the  conqueror  of  Syracuse.  It  was  com- 
mon  at  the  time  of  the  striking  of  this  coin  for 
moneyers  to  use  the  portraits  of  their  ancestors,  real 
or  pretended,  as  types.  The  trisceles,  or,  as  it  is 
sometimes  inaccurately  called,  triquetra,  of  three 
legs,  is  here  used  as  the  symbol  of  the  three-cornered 
island  of  Sicily,  and  thus  identifies  the  portrait  as  that 
of  the  conqueror  of  Syracuse.  On  the  reverse  we  read 
MARCELLVS  CO(n)S(ul)  QVINQ(uies)— ‘ Marcellus 
five  times  consul.’  The  consul  is  represented  as  about 
to  mount  the  steps  of  the  temple  of  Jupiter  Feretrius, 
to  dedicate  there  the  ferculum  bearing  the  spolia 
opima  which  he  won  from  the  Gaulish  chieftain 
Viridomarus  at  Clastidium  in  B.c.  222 — the  third"and 
last  occasion  of  such  a dedication  : 

Aspice  ut  insignis  spoliis  Marcellus  opimis 
ingreditur,  vietorque  viros  supereminet  omnes.

Gaulish  Helmet  from  N.  Italy  - - - • .31 

In  the  Louvre. 

This  helmet  was  found  in  the  North  of  Italy,  where, 
as  is  well  known,  many  Gaulish  tribes  were  settled. 

It  is  possibly  as  early  as  the  sixth  century  b.c. 
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Juno  Regina  -------- 

Roman  silver  coin  {denarius)  issued  by  L.  Jiubrius  Dossenus 
about  .^6  B.c.  In  tbe  British  Museum. 

The  goddess  wears  a veil  (as  the  bride  of  Jupiter)  and  a 
diadem  of  pearls  ; behind  is  seen  her  sceptre.  The 
inseri ption  is  DOS  for  Dossenus,  the  nomen  and 
praenomen  L.  RVBRI  being  placed  on  the  other  side 
of  the  coin. 

Sella  Curulis  and  Fasces 

Silver  Roman  coin  {der  arius)  issued  by  L.  Furius  Brocchus 
about  B.C.  55.  In  the  British  Museum. 

The  coin  is  inscribed  L.  FVRI.  CN.  F.,  i.e.  ‘ L.  Furius, 
son  of  Cneius.’  The  sella  curulis  is  a camp-stool  with 
curved  legs.  The  second  bar  which  in  the  illustration 
looks  as  if  it  were  a bove  the  stool  is  really  the  other 
side  of  the  frame.  On  either  side  are  the  fasces  and 
securis.  The  sella  curulis  was  the  official  chair  of  the 
higher  Roman  magistrates,  and  of  the  curule  as 
distinguished  from  the  plebeian  aediles.

IV.  How  Horatius  Defende»  the  Bridge. 

B.c.  508. 

The  Romans  had  driven  out  their  kivg,  L.  Tarquinius,  with  ali  his 
family  on  account  of  his  tyranny.  Now  the  Tarquins  were  of  Etrus- 
can  origin,  so  they  sought  help  of  their  kinsmen  in  Etruria.

B.C.  499. 

Porsena  having  made  jteace  with  Pome,  Tarquinius  went  to  live 
in  exile  at  Tusculum  in  Latium,  and  joined  the  Latins  in  a war 
with  Rome,  hoping  thus  to  recover  his  throne. 

Aulus  Postumius  dictator,  Titus  Aebutius  magister 
equitum  cum  magnis  copiis  peditum  equitumque 
profecti,  lacum  Regillum  in  agro  Tusculano  agmjhi 
hostium  odcufrerunt,  et  quia  Tarquinios  esse  in 
exercitu  Latinorum  auditum  est,  Romani  sustinerh 
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non  potuerunt  quin  extemplo  confligerent.  Ergo 
proelium  etiam  gravius  atque  atrocius  quam  c§^^a 
fuit.  Duces  enim  non  modo  ad  regendam  consilio 
rem  adfuere,  sed  suis  ipsi  corporibus  dimicaverunt^ 
nec  quisquam  ferme  procerum  hac  aut  illa  ex  acie 
praeter  dictatorem  Komanum  sine  vulnere  excessii». 
In  Postumium  suos  adhortantem  Tarquinius  Superbus, 
quamquam  jam  aetate  erat  gravior,  equum  admisit, 
ictusque  ab  latere,  concursu  suorum  in  tutum  receptus 
est.  Et  ad^  alterum  cornu  Aebutius  magister  equitum 
in  Octavium  Mamilium  ducem  Tusculanum  impetum 
fecit.  Hic  quoque  equum  concitat,  tantaque  vi 
concursum  est^  ut  brachium  Aebutio  trajectum  sit, 
Mamilio  pectus  percussum. . Hunc  quidem  in  secundam 
aciem  Latini  recepere^  Aebutius,  quum  saucio  brachio 
telum  tenere  non  posset,  pugna  excessit.  Dux  Latinus 
vulnere  nihil  deterritus,  proelium  renovat,  et  quia  suos 
metu  perculsos  videbat,  arcessit  cohortem  exulum 
Romanorum,  cui  Luci  Tarquini  filius  praeerat.  Hi 
^ quod  majore  pugnabant  iraob  erepta  bona  patriamque 
/ ademptam,  pugnam  parumper  restituerunt. 

Referentibus  jam  pedem  Romanis,  M.  Valerius,  con- 
spicatus ferocem  juvenem  Tarquinium  ostentantem  se  in 
prima  exulum  acie,  subdit  calcaria  equo,  et  Tarquinium 
^ infesto  spiculo  petit.  Tarquinius  retro  in  agmen 
^pruna  cessit.  Valerium,  temere  invectum  in  exulum 
aciem,  ex  transverso  adortus  transfigit;  equo 

autem  vulnere  equitisnon  retardato,  moribundus 
Romanus  ad  terram  defluxit.  Dictator  Postumius, 
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postquan^cecidisse  talem  virum,  exules  citato  agmine 
invehi,  suos  perculsos  cedere  fgfilinadk&rtife, 'c 
suae,  quam  praesidii  causa  circa  se  habebat,  dat 
signum  ut  quem  ^ suorum  fugientem  viderint,  illum 
pro  hoste  habeant.  Romanis  ita  a fuga  in  hostem 
versis  acies  restituta  est.  Cohors  dictatoris  tum 
primum  proelium  iniit.  Integris  corporibus  animisque 
fessos  exules  adorti^  caedunt.  Ibi  alia  pugna  inter 
proceres  coorta  est.  Imperator  Latinus,  ubi  cohortem 
exulum  a dictatore  Romano  prope  circumventam 
vidit,  quosdam  ex  suis  in  primam  aciem  secum  rapi^ 
T.  Herminius,  legatus  Romanus,  Mamilium  veste 
armisque  noscitans,  tanta  vi  cum  hostium  duce 
proelium  iniit  ut  Mamilium  uno  ictu  per  latus  trans- 
fixum ^ occiderit ; ipse  autem,  dum  corpus  hostis 
spoliat,  jaculo  transfixus  expiraverit.  Tum  dictator 
ad  equites  advolat,  obtestans  ut  fesso  jam  pedite 
descendant  ex  equis,  et  pugnam  ineant.  Dicto  paruere ; 
desiliunt  ex  equis,  provolant  in  primum.  Recipit 
extemplo  animum  pedestri^ acies,  postquam  juven- 
tutis proceres  secum  partem  periculi  sustinentes  vidit. 
Tum  demum  impulsi  Latini,  perculsaque  inclinavit 
acies.  Equitibus  admoti  sunt  eq^  ut  persequi  hostes 
possent,  secuta  est  et  pedestris  acies,  tantusque  ardor 
fuit  ut  Romani  eodem  impetu  quo  fuderant  hostem, 
castra  caperent.  Hoc  modo  ad  lacum  Regillum 
pugnatum  est.  Dictator  et  magister  equitum 
triumphantes  in  urbem  rediere. 
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VII.  The  Story  of  Coriolanus. 

B.C.  492-488. 

The  Volscians  were  a tribe  in  Latium  who  were  repeatedly  at  ivar 
with  Rome,  and  were  notfinally  conquered  iill  B.G.  338. 

Consul  ad  Volscum  bellum  missus  oppidum  Coriolos 
magna  vi  adortus  est.  Erat  tum  in  castris  inter 
primores  juvenum  Cn.  Marcius,  cui  cognomen  postea 
Coriolano  fuit.  Dum  exercitus  Romanus  Coriolos 
obsidet,  sine  ullo  metu  extrinsecus  imminentis  belli, 
legiones  Volscae  ab  Antio  profectae  invadunt, 
eodemque  tempore  ex  oppido  eruperunt  hoste^ 
Marcius,  qui  forte  in  statione  erat,  cum  delecta 
militum  manu  non  modo  impetum  erumpentium 
rgtudit,  sed  per  patentem  portam  irrupit,  caedeque 
facta,  aedificiis  muro  imminentibus  ignem  injecit. 
Inde  oppidanorum  ortus  clamor  et  Romanis  auxit 
animum  et  Volscos  qui  ad  ferendam  opem  venerant, 
utpote  capta  urbe,  turbavit.  Ita  fusi  sunt  Volsci, 
Corioli  oppidum  captum. 

M.  Minucio  et  A.  Sempronio  consulibus,  magna  vis 
frumenti  ex  Sicilia  advecta  est,  agitatumque  in  senatu 
quanti  ^ plebi  daretur.  Multi  ex  patribus  venisse 
tempus  putabant  recuperandi  jura*  quae  sibi  vi  extorta 
essent.  In  primis  Marcius  Coriolanus,  hostis 
tribuniciae  potestatis,  “ si  annonam,”  inquit,  “ veterem 
volunt,  jus  pristinum  reddant  patribus.”  Et  senatui 
nimis  atrox  haec  sententia  visa  est,  et  plebem  ira 
prope  armavit.  Tribuni  diem  Marcio  dixerunt,  ^ qui 
quum  die  dicta  non  adesset,  damnatus  absens  in

Tullius  et  Cn.  Marcius,  exui  Eomanu^  Hic  Circeios 
profectus,  primum  colonos^ ' inde  Eom^nos  expulit 
liberam  que  eam  urbem  Volscis  tradidit.  Inde  in 
Latinam  viam  transgressus,  multa  oppida  Eomanis 
ademit.  Postremo  _^stris  quinque  millia  ab  urbe 

positis  agrum  Eomanum  populatur,  custodibus 
inter  populatores  missis  qui  patriciorum  agros 
intactos  servarent,  sive  plebi  infensus,  sive  ut  discordia 
inde  inter  pf.cres  plebemque  oriretur.  Quae  profecto 
orta  esset,  sed  externus  timor,  maximum  concordiae 
vinculum,  infensos  inter  se  jungebat  animos. 

Sp.  Nautius  et  Sex.  Furius  con.sules  erant.  Eo^ 
dum  legiones  recensent  et  praesidia  per  muros  dis  ^ 
ponunt,  multitudo  ingens  vocare  senatum,  referre^  de' 
legatis  ad  Cn.  Marcium  mittenuis  coegitr  Missi  itaque 
de  pace  ad  Marcium  oratores.  Atrox  responsum 
retulerunt;  si  Volscis  ager  redderetur,  posse  agi  de 
pace ; si  praeda  belli  per  otium  frui  vellent,  se 
enisurum  ut  appareret  non  fractum  exilio  sibi  animum 
esse.  Sacerdotes  quoque  ivisse  supplices  ad  castra 
hostium  traditum  est,  nec  magis  quam  legatos  Marci 
animum  flex/fye 
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Tum  matropae  ad  Veturiam.,  matrem /Coriolani, 
Volumniamque' Uxorem  frequentes  coeunt.  Pervicere 
ut  et  Veturia,  magno  natu  mulier,  et  Volumnia  duos 
parvos  filios  secum  ferens  in  castra  hostium  irent,  et 
quoniam  armis  viri  defendere  urbem  non  possent, 
mulieres  precibus  lacrimisque  defenderent.  Ubi  ad 
castra  ventum  est,  nuntiatumque  Coriolano  est  adesse 
ingens  mulierum  agmen,  primo,  qui  neque  a legatis 
neque  a sacerdotibus  motus  esset,  multo  obstinatior 
adversus  lacrimas  muliebres  erat.  Deinde  familiarium 
quidam,  qui  Veturiam  inter  ceteras  cognoverat  inter 
nurum  nepotesque  stantem,  “ Nisi  me  frustrantur,” 
inquit,  “ oculi,  mater  tibi  conjuxque  et  liberi  adsunt.” 
Coriolanus  quum  matri  complexum  ferret,  mulier  in 
iram  ex  precibus  versa,  “ Sine,  priusquam  complexum 
accipio,”  inquit,  “ sciam  utrum  ad  filium  l n ad  hostem 
venerim,  captiva  materne  in  castris  tuis  sim.”  Uxor 
deinde  ac  liberi  amplexi,  fletusque  ab  omni  turba  ortus 
virum  tandem  fregere.  Complexus  inde  suos  dimittit ; 
ipse  retro  ab  urbe  castra  movit.  Abductis  deinde 
legionibus  ex  agro  Romano,  alii  alio^  leto  periisse 
eum  tradunt. 

VIII.  The  War  of  the  Fabii  witi<  Tti£  P|:ople 
OF  Veii.  b.c.  479,  478. 

Veii  was  one  of  the  most  powerful  cities  of  Etruria.  In  Nos.  XI. 
and  XII.  itsfinal  conquest  hy  Home  toill  be  related. 

Eo  tempore  neque  pax  neque  bellum  cum  Veientibus 
fuit.  Res  in  latrocinium  venerat ; legionibus  Romanis 
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cedebant  in  urbem  ; ubi  abductas  senserant  legiones, 
agros  incursabant.  Ita  neque  omitti  res  neque  perfici 
poterat. 

Tum  Fabia  gens  senatum  adit ; consul  pro  gente 
loquitur  : — “ Assiduo  magis  quam  magno  praesidio,  ut 
scitis,  patres  conscripti,  i bellum  Veiens  eget.  Yos 
alia  bella  curate,  Fabios  hostes  Veientibus  date.  Sic 
tuta  majestas  Romani  nominis  erit.  Id  velut  familiare 
bellum  privato  sumptu  gerere  nobis  in  animo  est.” 
Gratiae  ingentes  actae.  Consul  e curia  egressus  comi- 
tante Fabiorum  agmine,  qui  in  vestibulo  curiae 
senatus  consultum  expectantes  steterant,  domum 
rediit.  Jussi  armati  postero  die  ad  limen  consulis 
adesse.  Domos  inde  discedunt. 

Fabii  postero  die  arma  capiunt ; quo  jussi  erant 
conveniunt.  Consul  paludatus  egrediens  in  vestibulo 
gentem  omnem  suam  instructo  agmine  videt ; acceptus 
in  medium  signa  ferri  jubet.  Nunquam  exercitus 
neque  minor  numero  neque  clarior  fama  et  admir- 
atione hominum  per  urbem  incessit.  Sex  et  trecenti 
milites,  quorum  neminem  ducem  sperneres,  ibant, 
unius  familiae  viribus  Veienti  populo  pestem  mini- 
tantes. Quibus  Capitolium  arcemque  et  alia  templa 
praetereuntibus,  magna  sequentium  turba  deos  pre- 
catur ut  illud  agmen  faustum  atque  felix  mittant, 
sospites  brevi  in  patriam  ad  parentes  restituant. 
Incassum  missae  preces.  Infelici  via,  dextro  Jano^ 
portae  Carmentalis  profecti,  ad  Cremeram  flumen 
perveniunt.  Is  opportunus  locus  communiendo  prae- 
sidio visus  est. 
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L.  Aemilius  inde  et  C.  Servilius  consules  facti.  Et 
donec  in  populationibus  res  erat,  non  ad  praesidium 
modo  tutandum  Fabii  satis  erant,  sed  tota  regione 
qua  Tuscus  ager  Eomano  adjacet,  sua  tuta  omnia, 
infesta^  hostium  fecere.  Intervallum  deinde  haud 
magnum  populationibus  fuit,  dum  et  Veientes,  accito 
ex  Etruria  exercitu,  praesidium  Cremerae  oppugnant, 
et  Eomanae  legiones,  ab  L.  Aemilio  consule  adductae, 
cominus  cum  Etruscis  acie  dimicant.  Veientibus  vix 
spatium  fuit  aciem  dirigendi ; ita  fusi  ad  Saxa  Eubra 
— ibi  castra  habebant — pacem  supplices  petunt,  cujus 
impetratae  mox  eos  paenituit.  Eursus  cum  Fabiis 
erat  Veienti^  populo  certamen.  Nec  erant  incur- 
siones modo  in  agros,  aut  subiti  impetus  in  incursantes, 
sed  aliquotiens  aequo  campo  collatisque  signis  ^ cer- 
tatum est ; gensque  una  populi  Eomani  saepe  ex 
opulentissima  Etrusca  civitate  victoriam  tulit.  Id 
primo  acerbum  indignumque  Veientibus  est  visum  j 
inde  consilium  natum  est  insidiis  ferocem  hostem 
captandi.  Gaudebant  etiam  multo  successu  Fabiis 
audaciam  crescere.  Itaque  et  pecora  praedantibus 
aliquotiens  obviam  acta  sunt,  velut  casu  incidissent, 
et  agrestium  fuga  vasti  relicti  sunt  agri,  et  subsidia 
armatorum,  ad  arcendas  populationes  missa,  saepius 
simulato  quam  vero  pavore  refugerunt.  Jamque  F abii 
adeo  contempserant  hostem  ut  sua  arma  neque  loco 
neque  tempore  ullo  sustineri  posse  crederent.  Haec 
spes  eos  provexit  ut  ad  pecora  procul  a Cremera  con- 
specta decurrerent,  quamquam  rara  hostium  arma 
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apparebant.  Quum  improvidi  effuso  cursu  insidias 
circa  ipsum  iter  locatas  superassent,  et  vaga  pecora 
raperent,  subito  ex  insidiis  undique  consurgunt 
hostes.  Fabii,  clamore  exterriti,  et  jam  agmine  arma- 
torum saepti,  cogebantur  in  spatium  brevissimum  se 
colligere ; quae  res  et  paucitatem  eorum  et  multi- 
tudinem Etruscorum  insignem  faciebat.  Tum  omissa 
pugna,  quam  in  omnes  partes  intenderant,  in  unum 
locum  se  omnes  inclinant.  Eo  nisi  corporibus  armis- 
que rupere  viam.  Duxit  via  in  editum  leniter  collem. 
Inde  primo  restitere ; mox,  ut  respirandi  spatium 
superior  locus  dedit,  pepulere  etiam  subeuntes, 
vicissetque  auxilio  loci  paucitas,  nisi  jugo  circummissi 
Veientes  in  verticem  collis  evasissent.  Ita  superior 
rursus  factus  hostis.  Fabii  caesi  ad  unum  omnes, 
praesidiumque  expugnatum.  Trecentos  sex  periisse 
constat,  unum  prope  puberem  relictum,  stirpem  genti 
Fabiae,  dubiisque  rebus  populi  Romani  maximum 
futurum  auxilium. 5 

IX.  The  Story  of  Cincinnatus. 

B.c.  458. 

Tke  Aequi  were  a tribe  living  on  the  eastern  boundary  of  Latium, 
and  like  the  Volsci  constantly  at  war  with  Rome. 

Consul  Minucius,  quum  in  fines  Aequorum  exerci- 
tum duxisset,  nulla  clade  accepta  in  castris  se 
pavidus  tenebat.  Quod  ubi  senserunt  hostesjj^revit 
ex  metu  alieno,  ut  fit,  , audacialpeT~no^  adorti 
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castra,  postquam  vis  aperta  parum  profecerat 
munitiones  postero  die  circumdant.  Quae  prius 
quam  omnem  clauderent  exitum,  quinque  equites 
inter  stationes  hostium  emissi,  Eornam  pertulere 
consulem  exercitumque  obsideri.  Nihil  tam  inopina- 
tum nec  tam  insperatum  accidere  potuit.  Itaque 
tantus  pavor,  tanta  trepidatio  fuit,  quanta,  si  urbem, 
non  castra,  hostes  obsiderent.  Quum  dictatorem 
dici  placuisset  1 qui  rem  perculsam  restitueret,  L. 
Quinctius  Cincinnatus  consensu  omnium  dicitur. 

L.  Quinctius,  spes  unica  imperii  populi  Eomani, 
trans  Tiberim  agrum  quatuor  jugerum  colebat,  quae 
prata  Quinctia  vocantur.  Ibi,  operi  agresti  in- 
tentus, ab  legatis  rogatus  ut  mandata  senatus  togatus 
audiret,  togam  e tugurio  proferre  uxorem  jubet. 
Qua  velatus  simulae  pulvere  et  sudore  absterso  pro- 
cessit, dictatorem  eum  legati  gratulantes  salutant ; in 
urbem  vocant;  qui  terror  sit  in  exercitu  exponunt. 
Navis  Quinctio  publice  parata  fuit,  transvectumque 
tres  filii,  obviam  egressi,  excipiunt,  inde  alii  pro- 
pinqui atque  amici,  tum  patrum  major  pars.

Postero  die  dictator,  quum  ante  lucem  in  forum 
venisset,  magistrum  equitum  dicit  L.  Tarquitium 
patriciae  gentis,  qui  bello  longe  primus  Eomanae 
juventutis  habitus  est.  Cum  magistro  equitum  in 
contionem  venit,  justitium  edicit,  claudi  tabernas 
tota  urbe  jubet,  vetat  quemquam  privatae  quidquam 
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rei  agere.  Tum  imperavit  omnibus  qui  aetate  mili- 
tari 2 essent  ut  armati  cum  cibariis  in  dies  quinque 
coctis,  vallisque  duodenis  ante  solis  occasum  Martis 
in  Campo  adessent.  Ceteros  quibus  aetas  ad  mili- 
tandum gravior  esset  militibus  cibaria  coquere  jussit. 
Sic  juventus  ad  vallos  petendos  discurrit.  / Sumpsere 
unde  3 cuique  proximum  fuit ; prohibitus  nemo  est, 
impigreque  ad  edictum  dictatoris  praesto  fuere.

Dictator  Grac- 
chum Cloelium  ducem  principesque  alios  vinctos  ad 
se  adduci  jube^  Negat  se  sanguinis  Aequorum 
egere ; licere  abire ; sed  ut  exprimatur  tandem  con- 
fessio subactam  domitamque  esse  gentem,  sub 
jugum®  abituros.  Tribus  hastis  jugum  fit,  duabus 
humi  fixis,  superque  eas  una  transversa  deligata. 
Sub  hoc  jugo  dictator  Aequos  misit. 

Castris  hostium  receptis  plenis  omnium  rerum — 
nudos  enim  emiserat — praedam  omnem  suo  tantum 
militi  dedit;  consularem  exercitum  ipsumque  con- 
sulem increpans  ; “ Carebis,”  inquit,  “ praedae  parte, 
miles,  ex  eo  hoste  cui  prope  praedae  fuisti  : et 
tu,  L.  Minuci,  donec  consularem  animum  incipias 
habere,  legatus  his  legionibus  praeeris.”  Ita  se 
Minucius  abdicat  consulatu,  jussusque  ad  exercitum 
manet.  Romae  senatus  a Q.  Fabio,  praefecto  urbis, 
habitus  ® triumphantem  Quinctium  urbem  ingredi 
jussit.  Ducti  ante  currum  hostium  duces,  militaria 
signa  praelata,  secutus  exercitus  praeda  onustus. 
Epulae  instructae  esse  dicuntur  ante  omnium  domo.s, 
epulantesque  cum  carmine  triumphali  currum  secuti 
sunt.  Quinctius  sexto  decimo  die  dictatura  in  sex 
menses  accepta  se  abdicavit.

General  Note. — The  chief  difl5culty  which  will  be  found 
by  boys  beginning  this  book  will  probably  be  the  order  of 
words  in  the  sentence.  The  subject  will  constantly  come  in 
the  middle  or  at  the  end  of  the  sentence,  and  the  verb,  object, 
etc.,  in  rather  unexpected  places.  Careful  parsing  will,  how* 
ever,  soon  get  over  the  diflBculty.

2.  jura.  The  plebeians  had  lately  won  the  right  of  having 
their  own  magistrates,  called  tribunes,  to  protect  them  against 
the  patrician  consuis. 

3.  diem  dicere  alicui,  “to  name  a day  for  a man,”  i. e.  to 
appoint  a day  for  his  trial ; to  bring  him  to  trial, 

4.  referre  = to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Senate,  to  consuit 
the  Senate. 

5.  alii  ...  alio  = some  say  by  one,  some  by  another. 

VIII. 

In  this  passage,  and  especially  at  the  beginning,  the  sen- 
tences  are  very  short  and  terse.

After  the  expulsion 
of  the  Tarquins  new  senators  were  added,  who  v ere  called 
conscripti,  ‘ ‘ the  chosen  ones.  ” 
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2.  Jano.  The  temple  of  the  god  Janus  was  a covered  pass- 
age  with  a door  at  each  end.  Hence  any  arched  passage  came 
to  be  called  by  this  name. 

3.  infesta.  The  opposite  to  tuta. 

4.  collatis  signis.  Conferre  signa  means  “to  bring  the 
Standard  s together,”  i.  e.  “ to  fight  at  close  quarters.” 

5.  maximum  auxilium,  The  reference  is  chiefly  to  Q. 
Fabius  Maximus,  who  saved  Rome  after  the  battle  of  Lake 
Trasimene  in  the  second  Punic  war.  Ovid  refers  to  him 
more  distinctly  in  his  account  of  the  destruction  of  the  Fabii — 

“ Nam  puer  impubes  et  adhuc  non  utilis  armis 
Unus  de  Fabia  gente  relictus  erat, 

Scilicet  ut  posses  olim  tu,  Maxime,  nasci, 

Cui  res  cunctando  restituenda  foret.”

5.  orare,  historical  infinitive. 

6.  jugum.  To  pass  under  the  yoke  was  a sign  of  defeat  and 
submission. 

7.  praedae,  dat.  of  purpose. 

8.  habitus.  Senatum  habere  = to  hold  a meeting  of  the  Senate. 

X. 

1.  tertium.  Here  used  adverbially. 

2.  Faliscus.  Singular  for  plural : a frequent  use  in  Livy. 

3.  poscere.  Historical  infinitive. 

4.  bina  castra.  Castra  being  a pl.  noun  requires  the  dis- 
ti  ibutive  numeral. 

5.  qui.  The  antecedent  must  be  supplied. 

6.  intulit  signa.  Signa  inferre  = to  advance  to  the  attack. 

7.  ex  composito.  “ According  to  agreement.  ” 
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8.  violator,  etc.  Because  he  had  urged  the  men  of  Fidenae 
to  kill  the  ambassadors. 

9.  spolia  opima.  These  were  said  to  be  won  when  the 
Roman  general  killed  the  general  of  the  enemy.  Cossus 
according  to  Livy  was  not  the  general,  but  other  accounts  say 
that  he  was  consul  that  year.

Trans- 
late here  “with  shields  locked.” 

2.  argumento.  Dat.  of  purpose. 

3.  maturum  videbatur.  “It  seemed  high  time.” 

4.  abstinebatur.  Impersonal. 

5.  pondo.  Originally  an  adverb  meaning  “by  weight.” 
So  mille  librae  pondo  would  mean  “1,000  Ibs.  by  weight.” 
The  Word  librae  being  omitted,  pondo  comes  to  be  used  as  an 
indeclinable  noun  meaning  “ pounds.” 

6.  verteret.  Intransitive.

3.  All  the  Sabines  were  present  from  desire  of  seeing 

the  spectacle. 

4:.  When  the  signal  was  given  by  the  king,  the 
Romans  seized  the  maidens. 

5.  The  parents  of  the  Sabine  women  roused  their 

neighbours  to  engage  in  hattle  with  the  Romans. 

6.  When  war  had  been  begun  by  the  Sabines,  peace 

was  made  by  the  wojnen  who  had  been  carried 
ofF  [ferf.  part.l 

7.  They  begged  their  fathers  and  husbands  not  to 

engage  in  battle. 

8.  When  the  treaty  was  made  the  leaders  united  the 

two  kingdoms. 

IIT. 

1.  It  is  well  known  that  war  arose  between  the 
Romans  and  Albans. 
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2.  It  is  uncertain  whether  the  Horatii  were  Eomans 

or  Albans. 

3.  A treaty  is  made  on  this  coiidition  \lex\  that  the 

nation  whose  citizens  conquer  in  the  fight  shall 
rule  over  the  other. 

4.  The  three  young  men  on  each  side  took  their 

arms  and  came  to  close  quarters. 

5.  Wlien  two  Eomans  had  been  killed,  and  the  three 

Albans  wounded,  he  who  survived  of  the 
Eomans  took  to  fiight. 

6.  This  he  did  that  he  might  separate  his  enemies. 

7-.  When  he  had  fled  some  distance,  he  saw  his  enemies 

pursuing/ar  apart. 

8.  He  then  made  an  attack  on  them  and  killed  them 

one  by  one  [singuli  adj.]. 

9.  On  account  of  their  wounds  one  brother  could  not 

bring  aid  to  the  other  [one  brother  . . . the 
other  = frater  . . . frater\. 

10.  Horatius,  having  spoiled  the  Albans,  was  received 
with  great  joy  by  the  citizens. 

IV. 

1.  Porsena  promised  to  come  to  Eome  with  his  army, 

that  the  Tarquins  might  not  live  in  exile. 

2.  Horatius  held  the  foe  at  bay  while  the  citizens 

were  breaking  down  the  bridge. 

3.  When  his  companions  had  returned  into  the  city 

Horatius  challenged  the  enemy  to  battle. 

4.  The  enemy,  moved  by  shame,  made  a rush  at 

Horatius. 
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5.  But  when  the  bridge  was  broken,  he  jumped  down 

into  the  river  and  swam  across  unhurt  to  his 
companions. 

6.  The  grateful  citizens  placed  a statue  of  Horatius  in 

the  city,  and  gave  him  land  as  a reward  [prae- 
mium] for  his  courage. 

V 

1.  Mucius  feared  that  Porsena  would  take  the  city 

by  siege. 

2.  He  determined  to  penetrate  into  the  camp  of  the 

enemy  in  order  to  avenge  this  insuit. 

3.  When  the  senators  had  heard  the  matter,  they 

approved  of  the  design  of  Mucius. 

4.  He  said  that  he  would  kill  the  king  if  he  could. 

5.  But  when  he  came  to  the  camp,  he  feared  to 

inquire  which  was  the  king,  which  the 
secretary. 

6.  (When)  seized  by  the  guards  he  said  that  he  was 

a Roman,  that  he  was  called  C.  Mucius. 

7.  (He  said)  that  he  and  all  the  Roman  youths  wished 

to  kill  the  king. 

8.  When  Mucius  had  shown  that  he  did  not  fear 

pain,  the  king  ordered  him  to  be  sent  away 
unharmed. 

9.  Mucius  then  said  that  many  Roman  youths  had 

conspired  to  kill  the  king. 

10.  The  Romans  gave  to  Mucius  the  surname  of 
Scaevola. 
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VI. 

1.  The  Romans  met  the  army  of  the  Latins  at  Lake 

Regillus. 

2.  The  battle  was  even  fiercer  because  they  had  heard 

that  the  Tarquins  -were  among  the  enemy. 

3.  It  is  well  known  that  none  of  the  leaders  escaped 

without  a wound. 

4.  The  Latins  rescued  from  the  battle  Tarquinius  ' 

(who  was)  wounded  by  the  dictator. 

5.  When  the  battle  was  renewed  the  exiles  made  an 

attack  upon  the  Roman  line. 

6.  Valerius,  having  put  spurs  to  his  horse,  was  carried 

into  the  enemy’s  line. 

7.  The  dictator  says  that  he  will  treat  as  an  enemy 

the  man  whom  he  sees  flying. 

8.  The  Romans  turned  against  the  enemy,  and  the 

Latin  general  was  killed  by  T.  Herminius. 

9.  When  the  cavalry  had  dismounted,  they  routed 

the  Latins. 

10.  The  Romans  pursued  the  fugitives  [pres.  part.'\  with 
such  eagerness  that  they  took  the  camp. 

VII. 

1.  The  army  of  the  Volscians  attacked  the  Romans 

while  they  were  besieging  the  city. 

2.  When  Marcius  with  his  men  had  broken  into  the 

city,  he  killed  many  of  the  townsmen  and  set 
fire  to  the  buildings. 

3.  It  was  asked  in  the  senate  at  what  price  corn 

should  be  sold. 
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4.  The  opinion  of  Coriolanus  was  that  the  people 

should  restore  to  the  patricians  their  former 
right,  if  they  wished  corn  to  be  given  to  thein. 

5.  For  this  reason  Marcius  was  put  on  his  trial  by  the 

tribunes. 

6.  When  he  had  gone  away  into  exile  he  was  kindly 

received  by  the  Volscians. 

7.  He  was  made  general  that  he  might  take  away 

towns  from  the  Eomans  and  hand  them  over 
to  the  Volscians. 

8.  The  patricians  were  United  with  the  plebeians 

through  fear  of  a foreign  foe. 

9.  The  consuis  were  compelled  by  the  mass  of  the 

people  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  senate. 

10.  Coriolanus  replied  that  he  would  not  treat  about 

peace  unless  the  Romans  gave  back  their 
lands  to  the  Volscians. 

1 1 . Rome  was  saved  not  by  the  arms  of  men  but  by  the 

prayers  of  women. 

12.  It  was  announced  to  Coriolanus  that  his  mother 

and  wife  and  children  were  present. 

13.  His  mother  asked  him  whether  she  had  come  to 

her  son  or  to  an  enemy. 

14.  Coriolanus,  moved  by  the  prayers  of  the  women, 

went  away  from  Rome  with  his  army. 

VIII. 

1.  The  Fabii  said  that  the  war  with  Veii  did  not 
need  a large  army ; let  the  Romans  wage  other 
wars,  and  give  to  them  this  one. 
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2.  The  consul,  who  -was  himself  a Fabius,  ordered  the 

Fabii  to  be  present,  armed,  on  the  folio wing 
day. 

3.  When  the  consul  went  out  all  his  clan  were  stand- 

ing  in  marching  order. 

4.  A great  crowd  followed  the  Fabii  as  they  went 

[going]  through  the-city, 

5.  When  they  had  reached  the  river  Cremera,  they 

found  a suitable  place  for  fortifying  the  camp. 

6.  When  the  Fabii  had  made  everything  insecure  for 

the  enemy,  the  Veientines  attacked  their  camp. 

7.  The  consul  did  not  give  the  enemy  room  for  ex- 

tending  their  line. 

8.  The  enemy  soon  repented  of  the  peace  which  they 

had  obtained. 

9.  The  Fabii,  having  made  many  raids  upon  the 

territory  of  the  Etruscans,  also  fought  with 
them  hand  to  hand  in  haitle  array. 

10.  It  seemed  to  the  Veientines  that  the  Romans  ought 

to  be  taken  by  an  ambush. 

11.  The  Fabii,  thinking  that  the  enemy  could  not  with- 

stand  them,  made  a raid  upon  cattle  seen  at 
a distance. 

1 2.  Being  hemmed  in  by  the  enemy,  they  forced  their 

way  to  a hili. 

13.  When  the  Fabii  were  slain  their  camp  was  iaken 

hy  storm. 

14.  Three  hundred  and  six  perished,  and  one  boy  was 

left. 
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IX. 

1.  When  the  daring  of  the  enemy  had  increased,  they 

attacked  the  consurs  army  by  night. 

2.  The  horsemen  announced  that  the  camp  was  sur- 

rounded  by  the  Aequi. 

3.  It  was  therefore  decided  that  Cincinnatus  should 

be  appointed  dictator. 

4.  When  the  messengers  sent  by  the  senate  had  ex- 

plained  the  cause  of  (their)  coming,  Cincinnatus 
set  out  for  Rome. 

5.  He  was  there  received  by  his  kinsmen  and  friends. 

6.  Next  day  the  shops  were  shut  throughout  the 

whole  city,  and  ali  who  were  of  military  age 
were  present  in  the  lield  of  Mars, 

7.  When  they  had  reached  Algidus  the  soldiers  were 

placed  round  the  enemy’s  camp. 

8.  The  shout  raised  by  the  dictator’s  army  was  heard 

in  the  Roman  camp. 

9.  It  caused  great  joy  to  the  soldiers  because  they 

knew  that  help  was  at  hand. 

10.  While  the  Aequi  were  fighting  with  the  consul, 

they  were  shut  in  by  the  dictator. 

11.  The  enemy  begged  the  dictator  not  to  kill  them 

ali,  (but)  to  let  them  lay  down  their  arms  and 
return  horne. 

1 2.  He  replied  that  they  must  be  sent  under  the  yoke, 

and  that  then  they  should  go  away  unharnied. 

13.  When  the  enemy  had  been  sent  away,  all  the 

plunder  was  given  by  Cincinnatus  to  his  own 
soldiers. 
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14.  Cincinnatus  entered  Eome  in  triumph,  and  before 
his  chariot  went  the  leaders  of  the  Aequi  [and 
...  his,  rei.  pron.]. 

X. 

1.  Ambassadors  sent  from  Rome  were  killed  by  the 

men  of  Fidenae,  who  had  revolted. 

2.  War  having  arisen,  the  consul  gained  a victory 

but  lost  many  citizens. 

3.  The  dictator,  a man  skilled  in  war,  came  to  the 

rescue. 

4.  He  said  that  he  would  not  descend  into  the  plains 

until  the  army  of  the  enemy  arrived. 

5.  Some  of  the  enemy  demanded  battle,  others  wished 

to  prolong  the  war. 

6.  Although  this  plan  was  more  pleasing  to  the  king, 

nevertheless  he  announced  that  he  would  fight 
at  daybreak. 

7.  The  Etruscans  said  that  they  would  not  begin  the 

battle  unless  they  were  compelled. 

8.  When  the  Roman  legions  were  sent  against  the 

Etruscans,  the  infantry  could  not  withstand 
their  onset. 

9.  The  battle  was  prolonged  chiefly  by  the  cavalry, 

of  whom  the  king  himself  was  by  far  the 
bravest. 

10.  The  king  was  hurled  to  the  ground  by  Cossus,  who 

killed  him  and  tore  o£F  the  spoils. 

11.  When  the  king  was  killed  the  enemy  were  routed. 

12.  A vast  quanti ty  of  plunder  was  brought  to  Rome 

by  Cossus. 
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13.  When  the  dictator  triumphed  \ahl.  a6s.]  Cossus 
bore  the  spoils  of  the  slain  king,  and  gained 
[fero\  nearly  ali  the  glory  of  the  victory. 

XI. 

1.  The  Eomans  hoped  to  take  Veh  by  siege. 

2.  In  this  war  they  began  to  build  winter-quarters 

for  the  soldiers. 

3.  When  the  Alban  lake  had  risen  to  an  unusual 

height,  envoys  were  sent  to  Delphi. 

4.  But  before  they  returned  an  old  man  of  Veii  ex- 

plained  \expono\  what  the  portent  foreboded. 

5.  A young  Roman  seized  the  old  prophet  after  he 

had  enticed  him  into  a conversation. 

6.  The  senate  asked  him  what  he  had  said  about  the 

Alban  lake. 

7.  He  replied  that  the  gods  would  not  desert  Veii 

until  the  Romans  had  let  out  the  water  from 
the  lake. 

8.  The  senate  ordained  that  the  return  of  the  ambas- 

sadors  must  be  awaited. 

9.  A nswer  was  made  [impersonal]  by  the  Oracle  that  the 

Romans  would  take  Veii  if  they  let  out  the 
water  over  the  fields. 

XII. 

1.  M.  Furius  Camillus  was  appointed  dictator  to 

carry  on  the  war  with  Veii. 

2.  When  he  had  returned  from  Veii  to  Rome  he 

enrolled  a new  army. 
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3.  The  Latins  and  Hernicans  also  promised  to  come 

to  the  war. 

4.  When  the  dictator  had  prepared  everything  for 

the  war,  he  set  out  from  Rome  and  routed  the 
enemy  in  battle. 

5.  The  general  began  to  dig  a mine  under  ground 

into  the  enemy’s  citadel. 

6.  The  workers  were  divided  into  six  detachments, 

so  that  they  might  not  be  worn  out  by  toil. 

7.  "VVhen  the  dictator  saw  that  he  should  soon  take 

the  city,  he  asked  the  senate  what  was  to  be 
done  about  the  plunder. 

8.  It  was  decided  \j>lacere\  that  that  plunder  should 

be  given  to  those  who  chose  \yol6\  to  go  to 
Veii. 

9.  The  consul  attacked  the  city  from  ali  sides,  that 

the  enemy  might  not  know  where  the  greatest 
danger  was. 

10.  The  Veientines  did  not  know  that  their  walls 

were  undermined  by  the  Romans. 

11.  There  is  a story  that  the  soldiers  in  the  mine 

heard  the  voice  of  the  soothsayer ; 

12.  And  that  they  seized  the  entrails  of  the  victim 

and  carried  them  to  the  dictator. 

13.  When  the  soldiers  had  set  fire  to  the  city,  the 

wailing  of  women  and  children  was  heard. 

14.  The  gates  were  opened  and  the  city  filled  with 

armed  men. 

15.  When  the  city  was  taken,  the  soldiers  ran  off  to 

the  plunder. 
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16.  Thus  the  city  was  taken  after  a siege  of  [having 

been  besieged]  ten  years. 

17.  When  news  reached  Rome  that  Veii  -was  taken,  the 

Koman  matrons  gave  thanks  to  the  gods. 

18.  The  triuraph  of  the  dictator  was  more  brilliant 

than  (that)  of  anyone  before. 

XIII. 

1.  It  was  announced  to  the  tribunes  that  a certain 

man  had  heard  a voice  which  said  that  the 
Gauls  were  at  hand. 

2.  At  this  time  Camillus,  heing  accused  by  Apuleius, 

went  into  exile. 

3.  The  Gauls  crossed  the  Alps  that  they  might  seize 

the  lands  of  Italy. 

4.  The  men  of  Clusium  sent  ambassadors  to  Eome 

to  beg  for  aid  against  the  Gauls. 

6.  Ambassadors  s62it  by  the  senate  said  that  the 
people  of  Clusium  were  allies  of  the  Eoman 
people. 

6.  The  Gauls,  because  they  believed  that  the  Eomans 

were  brave  men,  did  not  scom  peace  with 
them. 

7.  The  answer  of  the  people  of  Clusium  was  given 

in  the  presence  of  the  Eomans. 

8.  They  said  that  they  would  not  give  the  land 

which  the  Gauls  asked  for. 

9.  When  the  battle  was  begun  the  Eoman  ambassadors 

fought  in  the  army  of  the  people  of  Clusium, 
and  one  of  them  slew  with  his  spear  a chieftain 
of  the  Gauls. 
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10.  The  Gauls,  when  they  had  recognised  Fabius,  sent 

ambassadors  to  Rome  to  demand  that  he 
should  be  given  up  to  them. 

11.  When  the  matter  had  been  referred  tothe  people? 

the  Fabii  were  appointed  tribunes  of  the 
soldiers  for  the  following  year. 


XIV. 

1.  The  Gauls  having  entered  on  their  march  reached 

the  river  Allia  with  great  speed. 

2.  When  the  tribes  \gens\  of  Etruria  heard  that  the 

Gauls  were  at  hand,  they  ran  to  arms. 

3.  The  Romans,  having  hastily  levied  an  army,  met 

the  enemy  at  the  eleventh  niilestone  from  the 
City. 

4.  The  Roman  leader  neither  chose  a position  for 

the  camp,  nor  fortified  entrenchments. 

5.  The  centre  of  the  Roman  line  was  weak,  because 

they  had  stretched  it  out  that  the  enemy  might 
not  surround  them. 

6.  The  Gauls  first  made  an  attack  upon  the  reserves, 

that  they  might  have  an  easier  victory  in  the 
plain. 

7.  Such  panic  seized  the  minds  of  the  Romans  that 

they  fled  without  attempting  battle  [abi.  abs.]. 

8.  Many  while  Crossing  the  river  Tiber  were  swept 

away  by  the  eddies. 

9.  Those  who  escaped  to  Veii  did  not  even  send  news 

of  the  disaster  to  Rome 
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10.  The  Gauls,  amazed  by  so  sudden  a victoiy,  at 
first  feared  an  ambush,  then  having  gathered 
the  spoils  and  heaped  up  a pile  of  arms,  they 
made  their  way  to  Eome. 


XV. 

1.  The  Eomans  knew  by  the  discordant  cries  of  the 

barbarians  that  the  enemy  were  at  hand. 

2.  They  had  no  hope  that  they  could  defend  the  city, 

as  so  few  of  the  soldiers  were  left. 

3.  When  they  had  determined  that  the  citadel  alone 

must  be  defended,  they  collected  arms  and 
corn. 

4.  The  older  men  said  that  they  would  perish  with 

the  city,  that  they  might  not  he  'a  burden  [oneri 
esse]  to  the  armed  men. 

5.  As  the  Capitol  could  not  hold  all  the  people,  the 

greater  part  fied  for  refuge  [confugere]  to  Jani- 
culum. 

6.  The  priests  and  Vestal  virgins,  carryingwith  them 

the  sacred  (vessels),  went  to  Caere. 

7.  The  old  men  awaited  the  arrival  of  the  Gauls 

each  sitting  in  the  entrance  of  his  own  house. 

8.  When  the  Gauls  had  entered  the  city  and  reached 

the  forum  they  separated  to  pluuder. 

9.  When  they  saw  the  men  sitting  on  ivory  chairs 

they  at  first  thought  they  were  gods. 
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10.  But  wlien  Papirius  struck  one  of  the  Gauls  with 
his  staflf,  all  the  old  men  were  slaughteied,  and 
the  houses  were  set  on  Jire. 

XVI. 

1.  The  Gauls,  in  order  that  they  might  get  possession 

of  the  whole  city,  made  an  attack  upon  the 
citadel. 

2.  The  Romans  allowed  them  to  climb  to  the  middle 

of  the  slope. 

3.  The  Gauls  were  routed  with  such  slaughter  that 

they  never  afterwards  attempted  to  get  up  by 
force. 

4.  They  sent  part  of  their  army  to  plunder  through 

the  neighbouring  country. 

5.  Camillus  said  that  a chance  was  now  offered  to  the 

Ardeates  of  showing  gratitude  to  the  Romans. 

6.  He  said  that  the  bodies  of  the  Gauls  were  large 

but  not  strong,  and  that  they  could  be  conquered 
by  a small  force. 

7.  He  begged  them  to  take  arms  and  follow  him  to 

battle. 

8.  They  found  the  camp  of  the  Gauls  unprotected 

and  without  guards. 

9.  When  many  of  the  Gauls  had  been  killed,  a great 

part  also  were  surrounded  by  the  enemy. 

10.  The  Romans  who  were  at  Veii  decided  that  Ca- 
millus should  be  summoned  from  Ardea. 
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11.  A young  man  was  sent  to  E-ome  to  consuit  the 

senate  on  this  matter. 

12.  He  was  carried  down  the  Tiber  and  reacbed  the 

Capitol. 

13.  The  senate  decreed  that  Camillus  should  be 

appointed  dictator. 

14.  Meanwhile  the  Gauls,  pulling  each  other  iip» 

reached  the  top  of  the  Capitol  by  night. 

15.  The  geese  sacred  to  Juno  saved  [were  for  a safety 

to]  the  citadel. 

16.  Manlius,  aroused  from  sleep  by  the  cackling  of  the 

geese,  seized  his  arms. 

17.  The  first  of  the  Gauls,  being  thrown  down  by 

Manlius,  upset  those  next  to  him,  and  the 
whole  line  was  carried  down  headlong. 

18.  When  Manlius  had  been  praised  for  his  courage, 

the  sentry,  by  whose  fault  the  Gauls  had  climbed 
up,  was  hurled  down  from  the  rock. 

19.  Now  each  army  pressed  by  hunger  [hunger  press- 

ing]  wished  for  peace. 

20.  A truce  having  been  made,  it  was  arranged  be- 

tween  the  leaders  on  both  sides  that  the  Gauls, 
having  received  a thousand  pounds  of  gold, 
should  go  away  from  Rome. 

21.  Some  say  that  the  chieftain  of  the  Gauls  added 

his  sword  to  the  weight,  and  exclaimed  “ Woe 
to  the  conquered !” 

22.  In  the  midst  of  \inter\  the  bargaining  Camillus 

arrived  with  his  army,  and  gave  orders  that 
the  gold  should  be  ta^u  away. 
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23.  He  said  that  Eome  must  be  won  back  with  steel, 

not  gold. 

24.  Now,  fortune  being  changed,  the  Romans  routed 

the  Gauls  at  the  first  onset. 

25.  Camillus  also  conquered  the  Gauls  in  a second 

battle,  and  having  taken  their  camp,  returned 
to  Eome  in  triumph.
